In Poppasquash the effects of the gale are equally
visible,  ‘T'he resldence of the Iate Mark Anthony De
Waolf, now owned hy Governor Burnside and oceu-
plead by the family of the late Fraucis L. B. DeWolf,
wius unroofed dand otherwise Injured.

The Storym on the East End of Tong Islund -

The violent storm which passed along the coast of
New England last week also gwept along the castern
coast of Long Island. The throe-masted schooner
Mary Milnes, from Philndelphia for Boston, loaded
with coal, wenl ashore seven miles to the westward
of Montauk Point, She broke o two and went to
pleces in less than one Nour afterwurds. The crew
consisted of nine men, seven of whom siceeeded
with great diflenlly in reaching the shore, A brother
of the captaln and one of the orew were drowned,
